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Upen completion of a tour of duty from 16CO to 2400 27 February 
1953, I left the building in which I had just been releived from duty 
wien an officer and several airmen who were standing outside broucht 
to my attention what they considered to be a flying saucer, I looked 
up and saw a light moving over the field on a heading of east, * said

I then called flicnt service in Austin and made a report of the sighting 
and requested if they had any jet aircraft in the vicinity of San 
Antonio and he said that there was som jet etfs in, the. wisini ty of. 
Waco but none in the San Antonio area, i ? Keily for a 
verification of what he had told me before sour he stated that they had 
contacted one of their local aircraft and that he had seen nothing 
unusual and that it was perfect flying weather, I called the Base 6fficer 
of the Darr and was instructed to make a formal report in the morning. 
I first saw the obtect at COO2 27 February and when I got home at 0100, 
T decided to call “andolph Air Force Base and see if they had any 
station that micht help *ith an axplanation.
